Claims 3, 10, 22 and 28 are cancelled. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follow: 

Claims 2, 7, 16, 21, 26 and 34 are cancelled. 

Claim 1. (Currently Amended) A portable phone comprising: 

a housing having a top portion and a bottom portion; 

a keypad positioned on the bottom portion of the housing; 

a display screen positioned in a first position generally above the keypad on the 
top portion of the housing; 

and a navigational key positioned on the housing between the display screen and 
the keypad; wherein the display screen is rotatable from the first position to a second 
position where the display screen is positioned generally to the side of the keypad and 
navigational key; and the keypad is axially extendable from the navigational key from 
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the bottom portion of the housing to provide a greater distance between the keypad 
and the navigational key ; wherein 

the display screen rotates at least 90 degrees from the first position to the 
second position, and wherein 

the display screen pivots in relation to the housing so that when the display 
screen and the navigation key switch places, the display screen is rotated generally 180 
degrees to allow the display screen to be generally centered between the navigational 
key and the keypad. 

Claims 9. (Currently Amended) A portable phone comprising: 
a housing having a top portion and a bottom portion; 
a keypad positioned on the bottom portion of the housing; 

a display screen positioned in a first position generally above the keypad on the top 
portion of the housing; 

and a navigational key positioned on the housing between the display screen and 
the key pad; wherein the display screen and navigational key are both rotatable 180 
degrees around a pivot from a first position, where the navigational key is located 
between the display screen and the keypad to a second position wherein the display 
screen is located between the navigational key and the keypad, wherein 

the display screen and navigational key pivot around a pivot point on the housing 
so that when the display screen and navigational key are in the second position, the 
display screen is generally centered between the navigational key and the keypad. 
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Claims 20. (Currently Amended) A portable phone comprising: 

a housing having a top portion and a bottom portion; 

a navigational key positioned on the bottom portion of the housing; 

a display screen positioned in a first position generally above the navigational key 

on the top portion of the housing; 

and a keypad positioned on the housing between the display screen and the 
navigational key; wherein the display screen is rotatable from the first position to a 
second position where the display screen is positioned generally to the side of the 
keypad and navigational key, and wherein the navigational key is axially extendable from 
the keypad when the display screen is in the second position, wherein 

the display screen rotates at least 90 degrees from the first position to the second 

position, and wherein 

the display screen pivots in relation to the housing so that when the display screen 
and the keypad switch places, the display screen is rotated generally 180 degrees to 
allow the display screen to be generally centered between the navigational key and the 
keypad. 

Claim 27. (Currently Amended) A portable phone comprising: 

a housing having a top portion and a bottom portion; 

a navigational key positioned on the bottom portion of the housing; 
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a display screen positioned in a first position generally above the navigational keys 
on the top portion of the housing; 

and a keypad positioned on the.housing between the display screen and the 
navigational key, wherein the display screen and keypad are both rotatable 180 degrees 
around a pivot from a first position, where the keypad is located between the display 
screen and the navigational key, to a second position where the display screen is located 
between the navigational key and the keypad, wherein 

the display screen and keypad pivot around a pivot point on the housing so that 
when the display screen and keypad are in the second position, the display screen is 
generally centered between the navigational key and the keypad. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1, 4-6, 8-9, 11-15, 17-20, 23-25, 27, 29-33 and 35 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art record, consider claim 1. SanGiovanni (Patent No. 6,850,784) 

teaches a portable phone comprising: 

a housing having a top portion and a bottom portion (Fig.1, Illustrate No. 102 as 

top portion and No. 104 as bottom portion); 

a keypad positioned on the bottom portion of the housing; 

a display screen positioned in a first position generally above the keypad on the 

top portion of the housing (Fig.1, Illustrate keypad as No.110 on the bottom portion and 

display No. 108 above keypad), 
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and a navigational key positioned on the housing between the display screen and 
the keypad (Fig.1 , Illustrate input device No.1 16 which read on navigational key). 

However, in combination or in SanGiovanni reference are fail(s) to teach or 
fairly suggest wherein the display screen is rotatable from the first position to a second 
position where the display screen is positioned generally to the side of the keypad and 
navigational key; and the keypad is axially extendable from the navigational key from 
the bottom portion of the housing to provide a greater distance between the keypad and 
the navigational key : wherein 

the display screen rotates at least 90 degrees from the first position to the 
second position, and wherein 

the display screen pivots in relation to the housing so that when the display 
screen and the navigation key switch places, the display screen is rotated generally 180 
degrees to allow the display screen to be generally centered between the navigational 
key and the keypad as substantially connect and specific detail including all of the 
limitations as particularly recited in claims 9, 20 and 27. 

Claims 4-6, 8, 11-15, 17-19, 23-25, 29-33 and 35 are allowed as being 
dependent on the independent claims 1 , 9, 20 and 27.
